Parkinson’s safety plea 


RANSPORT Minister Cecil 

Parkinson has called for a 
push towards compulsory seatbelts 
in coaches in the wake of last 
week’s tragedy. 

In interviews, he said he would 
be pushing the EC hard for 
legislation to get seatbelts on 
every seat... but the BCC says this 
panic measure would add little to 
coaches’ already excellent safety 
record. 

‘The Government seems 


obsessed with seatbelts,’ said a 
BCC spokesman. ‘Mr Parkinson 
will have great difficulty in 
persuading the rest of the EC to 
follow his call. 

“We think - as does the EC - that 
the safety laws go as far as they 
can. The fire service and others 
express concern that seatbelts 
would prevent them releasing 
passengers quickly and efficiently, 
and might subject them to 
additional risk in situations where 


a fire breaks out. 

‘Many coach and bus 
passengers are elderly, and have 
had no experience of seatbelts. We 
already have collapsible seats to 
absorb impact. There is no 
evidence to suggest seatbelts 
would make coaches any safer.’ 

Because of the method of 
construction of coaches, any 
seatbelts fitted would be likely to 
be lap-belts, which can cause 
internal injuries. 


Regular maintenance is vital 


REAK tyre blow-outs do 

occur, but the importance of 
tyre care and maintenance has 
been stressed by tyre 
manufacturers. 

Michelin spokesman Chris 
Rogers told Coachmart: ‘The 
pressure must be checked and set 
regularly. Valves must have a 
proper metal valve cap, and the 
tyre should be inspected 
regularly.’ 

Regular checks for penetrations 
and wear are advised by Rogers 
who added: ‘Brake maintenance is 
an important factor.’ Referring to 
the consequences of excess heat 
being dissipated through the wheel 
into the tyre he warned: ‘The 
means by which a tyre is created is 
also a means by which it can be 
destroyed.” 

Another spokesperson brought 
into focus the disastrous 
consequences that may follow 
from a combination of 
overloading, under-inflation and 


excess speed. Correct tyre 
inflation must relate to axle 
loadings and tyre ratings. 

There is no legislation to 
prevent old re-treaded tyres being 
used over 60 mph. Pirelli risks loss 
of business by recommending 
tyres of appropriate speed rating 
rather than re-treads. Tyres for 
coach applications are: K rated up 
to 110 kph, L rated up to 120 kph 
or the 130 kph (82 mph) M rated 
tyre such as Pirelli’s Zero Degree. 
Correct rating takes account of 
design tolerances and minimises 
the risk of tyre failure. 

Goodyear mileage division 
manager Brian Rive said that 
where operators ran on contract 
tyres, frontline coaches are always 
on new tyres, because such tyres 
are cascaded to bus work with four 
or five millimetres of tread 
remaining. 

Major tour companies 
confirmed the importance of strict 
tyre checks. Paul Cresswell, 


Coach Europe commercial director 
commented: ‘Tyres are an integral 
part of coach safety.’ 

Siesta’s traffic controller, Bob 
Cockburn, told Coachmart that the 
tyres on its five double deckers 
and one single deck coach were 
inspected regularly as part of a 
fleet contract with National Tyres.

IF Cecil Parkinson has his 
way, last Sunday’s tragic coach 
accident will make seat belts 
compulsory on all seats of all 
coaches, 

His reaction is 
understandable, for it is natural 
to seek rapid measures to 
reduce the risk of such an 
accident occuring again. 

The public wants to be 
assured that coaches are safe 
and that if there is an accident, 
the risk of injury or death is 
minimised. 

It is in the coach industry’s 
interest that the public is 
reassured speedily and 
convincingly, otherwise 
holidaymakers will take their 
custom to other forms of 
transport which they believe are 
safer. 

Realistic schedules, regular 
maintenance, polite drivers, 
adherance to speed limits and 
advertised use of safety features 
like speed limiters, anti-lock 
braking and seat belts are all 
measures which the operator 
can adopt to put the passenger’s 
mind at rest. 

But the public also expects 
action from politicians, We turn 
to them to solve our problems. 

The Government wants the 
EC to make seat belts 
compulsory. Their compulsory 
use will follow from that. 

That will probably come, even 
though the industry says lap 
belts in particular are not the 
solution politicians think them 
to be. 

Proper restraints, capable of 
protecting coach passengers as 
effectively as car seat belts, 
would be more acceptable if 
they can be developed. 

It is in the industry’s interest 
to get together now with the 
Department of Transport and 
strive towards such an 
acceptable solution. 

The alternative, we fear, will 
be a half-baked solution which 
gets politicians off the hook but 
does little to improve the safety 
of Britain’s coaches.

LABOUR Party claim that 

education authority 
charging policies have caused a 
downturn in school excursions 
was refuted by operators last 
week. 

The Labour Party claimed that 
the Education Reform Act has 
created confusion over charging, 
and has discouraged schools from 
organising educational trips to 
theatres, zoos and museums.

more difficult for attractions like 
Alton Towers to sell on the same 
basis.’ 

But Alton Towers said it had 
also picked up much of the 40 
percent drop it experienced last 
year. 

“We haven’t made up all the 


| ground yet,’ said marketing 


executive Glen Farrey. ‘We are 
already 23 percent up on last 
year, and we are confident we can 
continue to build on that.’ 

Farrey said Alton Towers had 
revitalised the schools’ market by 
mailshots to schools explaining 
the Act, and how it affected the 
trips, if at all. Folders of 
information and improved 
educational packages had done 
the rest. 

‘But it’s still quite worrying,’ 
said Farrey. ‘We are hoping for 
amendments to the legislation so 
that it doesn’t hinder school trips.’

Good counsel on how to 
gather more information 


am asked by Angela 

Lockwood, of Hyltone 
Coaches in Buckinghamshire, to 
expand on some comments I made 
earlier about the right to have or 
inspect council papers. 

Acts of Parliament and related 
regulations are, to me, tools of the 
trade of being a coach operator 
but, I have to admit, my library is 
restricted to those directly 
pertinent to road transport and 
does not extend to local 
government matters. 

In answering this reader’s 
questions I am not, therefore, able 
to quote actual Acts and precise 
sections. 

However, I have taken the 
precaution of checking with the 
county councils’ association that 
what follows is a correct resume 
of citizens’ rights. 

Peristroika came to British local 
government with its reorganisation 
in 1974 - the terms of which were 
set out in the Local Government 
Act 1972. 

In general the public (whether 
rate/charge payers or not) are 
entitled to attend all council 
meetings and meetings of 
committees (but not sub- 
committees or working parties). 

Hand in hand with this, there is 
a right for the public to be able to 
inspect committee papers 
(minutes, officer’s reports and 
recommendations etc.). 

Some, maybe even most, local 
authorities go beyond this - though 
seemingly not Buckinghamshire - 
and will, for a fee, mail committee 
papers to any member of the 
public. 

One county in my area makes a 
charge of about £8 a year per 
committee set. However, the 
provision of this sort of facility is 
a matter within the discretion of 
the authority. The only obligation 
on them is to permit inspection. 

Whilst there is a presumption of 
‘open-ness’ in this part of the 
legislation, it does, for 
understandable reasons, allow a 
council to determine that it is not 
in the public interest for certain 
matters to be exposed to the gaze 
of the world. For these items

members of the public will not be 
allowed to remain in a committee 
meeting, nor will they get 
committee papers pertaining to 
these confidential items. 

In her enquiry to me, Angela 
Lockwood makes specific 
reference to tender prices. I well 
remember, even before the ‘Buses’ 
White Paper, Lynda Chalker 
spelling out the fact that local bus 
subsidies should be ‘transparent’. 

This policy was enshrined in the 
Transport Act 1985 and local bus 
contract prices can not be hidden 
from public view. Indeed, for these 
contracts, tendering authorities are 
duty bound to publish certain 
details. 

These include the highest and 
lowest tender, the number of 


tenderers and, when applicable, 
their reasons for not accepting the 
lowest tender. 

As with other committee papers, 
I think the duty is satisfied by 
having such publication available 
for inspection. 

In fact many authorities are to 
be commended for posting these 


| details to all tenderers. (It does not 


cost any more than sending the 
‘sorry you have not...’ letter). 

The previous statement does, 
however, only apply to local bus 
service contracts. For those in 
respect of education, social 
services, or other transport needs 
there is no duty to publish and it is 
quite likely that tender awards will 
not be itemised in the relevant 
committee papers. 


Cutting through the 
smoke screen 


rom June 1 the new Public 

Service Vehicles (Conduct 
of Drivers, Inspectors, 
Conductors & Passengers) 
Regulations 1990 (S.I. 1990/ 
1020) came into force. It replaces 
the 1936 ‘conduct’ regulations 
and costs £1.70 from HMSO. 

Although some 10 years in 
gestation (I remember attending 
a meeting to discuss early drafts 
before the enactment of the 
Public Passenger Vehicle Act 
1981) they are none the better 
for the lengthy germination. 

Apart from the expected, but 
flawed, attempt to prohibit the 
use of microphones (I can see 
one obvious way of avoiding this 
qualified prohibition), the vexed 
matter of smoking by drivers 
and passengers poses more grey 
areas than enough. 

As I predicted (Coachmart, 
December 21,1989) drivers may 
now smoke where: ‘The vehicle 
is hired as a whole and [the 
driver] has the permission of the 
operator and the hirer’. 

Now, under road service 
licencing and the 1960 Act, the 


| term vehicle hired as a whole 


had a special legal meaning 
which, I suggest, no longer 
exists. 

A bus on a tendered local 
service is, in ordinary English 
usage, hired as a whole by a 
tendering authority; likewise a 
coach by a tour operator. But in 
both cases seats may be sold on 
an individual basis. 

But, you may say, a tendering 
authority would not give such 
permission. I’m not too sure 
about that in some of the 
freedom loving republics! 

More germane: Is permission 
something which has to be 
sought by the individual, 
occasion by occasion? 

Or can it be globally given (or 
refused), for example by notice 
or in company rules? If so, can 
silence on the matter be 
construed as tacit permission? 

I repeat my observations of 
December 21: the Minister is 
required to consult before 


| making Regulations. Who did he 


consult about this? I understand 
that BCC is as amazed as I at 
this unwanted and obtuse 
regulation. 


However, there is an avenue by 
which these, and almost any other 
council document can be 
inspected. Rate or charge payers 
have a right, as part of the audit 
procedure of local government, to 
inspect any invoice, account or 
contract. They may even question 
the auditor about it. 

There are, however, two points 
to watch. Firstly this right does not 
extend to the general public, but 
only to rate/charge payers. Thus it 
would not be possible to exercise 
it outside of one’s own area, even 
though one might have an interest 
in contracts just over the border, 

Secondly, legislation does 
| prescribe both the accounting and 
inspection period. The latter is 
limited to two weeks a year and 
the information inspected will, by 
then be 12 - 18 months past . 

Although I have myself 
exercised this right and have 
enjoyed every assistance and 
courtesy when doing so, I would 
suggest that operators will gain 
little by snooping on competitors. 

The value to us of peristroika in 
local government is, I suggest, to 
study which way the wind is 
blowing. 

What policies will affect us? 
How do we best match the 
authority’s expressed tendering 
strategy? Does packaging of 
tender bids increase the chance of 
making profitable and successful 
tender offers?. Whose tenders are 
| being rejected, and why? 

These are the sort of areas 
| where inspection of committee 
| papers will be fruitful. 
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Northern Counties have been 
building buses since 1919. Which 
means there almost certainly isn’t a 
requirement we can’t provide. Ora 
problem we can’t overcome. 
Technically speaking, we can 
custom build on any regular chassis 
you care to name. Either double

Javelin finds its mark 


Mike Morgan road tests the first Dennis Javelin with high line Caetano Algarve 3.35 metre bodywork. 
The resulting combination produces a distinctive product, successfully combining the stability of a 
mid-engined design and the luggage capacity of a rear-engined vehicle. 


ow Sar, 


ENNIS leapt to prominence 

as a coach chassis 

manufacturer three years ago 

with its timely introduction 
of the Javelin. Designed as a 
serious alternative to established 
heavyweight suppliers, the Javelin 
has also sold as a replacement for 
Fords and Bedfords in the fleets of 
small operators. 

With 425 Javelins in service 
within three years, the Guildford 
product now has an established 
market presence. Acquisition of 
Duple by the other Javelin 
coachwork supplier, Plaxton, left 
Dennis in need of an alternative 
body supplier to sustain sales. Its 
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then sole dealer, W S Yeates, had 
already taken a Caetano-bodied 
model for the 1989 season. 

Coachmart was invited to road 
test the first Javelin to be bodied in 
Portugal by Salvador Caetano, one 
of 11 chassis bodied for 1990 
delivery with 3.35 metre highline 
bodywork. This additional height 
offers a further alternative to 
Plaxton 3200 and Duple 320. 

All vehicles have their 
idiosyncrasies. The Dennis Javelin 
has had problems with brakes, 
exhaust and clutch wear, but 
Dennis engineers have backed their 
faith in the product and its long 
term security in the market by 
working on these faults and 
introducing changes as quickly as 
possible. 

New coach buyers naturally need 
reassurance on these points, and 
Dennis coach sales manager Mike 
Martin is anxious to allay fears. 
The 12 metre Javelin was certified 
for 53 seats, but had been down 
seated to 49, with two tables for 
demonstration purposes. Test 
weights were added to represent 47 
passengers so that, with three test 
drivers on board, the coach was 
fully loaded. Subjected to 
Coachmart’s standard two day test 
route, the loaded coach was 
exposed to a demanding test of its 


capabilities. 

Martin explained the 
modifications introduced as a result 
of operating experience. A 
straightforward response to 
excessive Clutch wear is an 
instruction to start in first gear. Said 
Martin: ‘It is designed as a six 
speed gearbox and should be used 
as such. First gear is not a crawler’. 
To provide a continuous reminder 
Dennis supplies an appropriate

sticker to place on the dash panel. 
A ventilated flywheel now 
improves cooling of the clutch 
assembly. 

Various premature fractures of 
the exhaust system have been 
overcome. Heat shield fractures 
(the silencer runs alongside the fuel 
tank) are remedied by a 
strengthened design. More 
appropriate welds make fractures 
of support brackets and the right 
angle bend, a thing of the past, and 
the tail pipe has been cut at 45 
degrees to minimise damage. 

Brake judder and squeal were 
more difficult to cure, particularly 
since the same axles and hub 
assemblies were used on other 
Dennis vehicles without problems. 
After modification of the front 
drums the eventual diagnosis was 
that both problems originated from 
the type of lining. After September 
1989 asbestos-free linings were 
specified from German 
manufacturer Pagid. 

Inevitably these improvements 
were in mind throughout the test, 
with braking, in particular, being 
subjected to more severe use than 
would normally be the case. The 
service brakes were not assisted by 
the optional Telma retarder so that, 
with a full load on steep Pennine 
Hills, they were given punishing 
treatment, unfairly as it transpired 
because the linings had not bedded 
in properly. The slight judder 
which resulted cannot be attributed 
to a design fault - the brakes were 
very effective with a most 
reassuring feel. Under aggressive 
braking the coach behaved 
perfectly, even in an emergency 
stop when a heavily laden truck 
pulled in front. 

Martin had a refreshingly open 
attitude to chassis problems, which 
typified favourable reports from 
Javelin operators about the service 
back up from Dennis engineers. 
With mobile phone at the ready he 
called for the drums and linings to 
be inspected at the end of the test,

and offered the vehicle for further 
assessment once the cause was 
confirmed. 

The chassis design of the Javelin 
bears an uncanny similarity to the 
integral Duple 425. The rear- 
engined integral shares a similar, 
but more powerful, drive line, and 
with elliptical springs locating the 
axles an air bag failure does not 
immobilise the vehicle. 


Build 


The Caetano bodywork is based 
on anti-corrosion treated steel jig 
assembled framework. Caetano 
executive marketing director Alan 
Page described the Portuguese 
coachwork as the nearest thing to a 
handbuilt coach available on the 
UK market. 

Exterior construction and finish 
is conventional, with welded 
stretched steel side panels, 
aluminium skirt and gas cylinder 
supported lockable locker flaps. 
Both front and rear are formed 
from GRP mouldings. To this 
height the Algarve features a one- 
piece laminated windsreen cleared 
by cross-over wipers. 

Although double glazing is 
available as an option, the test 
coach had bronze tinted single 
glazed bonded side windows, 
whereas both front and rear screens 
are gasket mounted. Peage window 
and full drawer curtains are 
standard, along with carpet to 
centre gangway and entrance. 

With the carpet safely tucked 
away in the boot, it was easy to 
appreciate the flat, easy clean, 
linoleum-covered passenger seat 
floor and sponge- backed rubber to 
gangway. The only difficult 
cleaning area would be the recessed 
cab floor area. 

An unusual feature is the 
combined emergency exit and 
continental doorway, with four, 
steep 32 cm steps. Located at the 
rear these steps are concealed by a > 


Engine cooling is via a nearside- 
mounted radiator and 
hydraulically-driven fan.

< hinged floor hatch attached to the 
rearmost offside pair of seats in 
such a way that, when the seat tips 
forward, the floor lifts up. Pedals 
act as safety catches, and a carriage 
key is necessary to release the 
floor. A microswitch activates a 
warning buzzer should the floor 
hatch be insecure. 

Drivers leaving the coach cannot 
lock the electropneumatic plug 
door from the outside. If, on using 
the emergency exit, they fail to lift 
the floor before jumping out, they 
will find no assistance to help them 
climb up to floor level through the 
full length door. 

Caetano build in full sound and 
thermal insulation to roof and side 
panels, which are given full interior 
soft trim - cord trim to side casings 
and fabric trim to interior roof with 
moquette trimmed surface panels to 
centre. Full length, fabric-trimmed, 
interior parcel racks incorporate 
recessed forced air ventilation, 
individual reading lights and 
moquette relief trim. 


Passenger impressions 


The entrance area is notable for 
being obstruction-free. One 23 cm 
step takes the passenger from the 
entrance to the level centre 
gangway. The coach interior 
presented a refined and 
comfortable passenger 
environment, even though it was 
without the standard coconut 
matting at the entrance and its other 
carpets. 

Seats are Caetano-built, with 
Fainsa reclining mechanism. 
Passengers have the added comfort 
of armrests, footrests, one ashtray 
per double and legal static seat 
belts.

chattering from the load carried, 
these were not noises of complaint. 
The seats remained comfortable 
throughout the two days. 
Conversation was possible 
anywhere within the coach, with 
minimal intrusion from mechanical 
noise. 

For the first time on a Coachmart 
road test noise levels were 
measured to confirm subjective 
assessments. Levels at front and 
middle do not exceed 78dB which 
is slightly higher than a 
comfortable 72dB in the cab area. 
These levels are below what is 
considered irritating or 
unacceptable, but are higher than 
the 60dB level of normal 
background music. Comparisons 
with other coaches will now be 
possible in future road tests. 

Background music from the in- 
coach audio entertainment centre 
comes from a Blaupunkt Coach 
Audio SQR O08 and BCA 08 
amplifier. Without Alan Page’s 
favourite type of music we chose 
not to test this system for a 
prolonged period. Nevertheless, 
sound quality, from the six pairs of 
speakers in the passenger 
compartment, was excellent. A 
hand-held courier microphone and 
flexible driver’s microphone 


completed the installation. 
Driving impressions 
The Chapman Bremshey driver’s 


seat offers only vertical and lateral 
adjustment. Combined with the 


| Javelin’s fixed steering column, 


this results in a remarkable lack of 
sophistication for a modern coach. 


This should not be taken as a major | 


criticism, because the general level 
of driver comfort is very good. 


Ease of driver control was one of | 


the Hestair-inspired unique selling 
points designed into the Javelin. It 
takes only a short drive to confirm 
that the designers were successful 
in targeting this requirement. All 
major controls are light and 
responsive. The gearchange 
combines commendably well with 
the very light clutch action. Change 
of ratio is positive and stress free - 
certainly one of the best remote 
gearchanges with a ZF S6.80 
gearbox. 

Acceleration from the 240 bhp 
engine is very good, but its relative 
lack of power necessitates more 
frequent gear changes than on other 
modern coaches, - including the 
Duple 425. 

Ease of reach and visibility of 
minor controls is satisfactory. 
Lifting the dash panel by a few 
centimetres, bringing the electrical 
switches closer to hand, while 
moving the centrally located rev 
counter into a better line of vision, 
would improve things even more. 

Rear view vision is very good, 
particularly from the two wide- 
angle interior mirrors. 
Manoeuvrability is enhanced by the 
well positioned exterior mirrors 
and a very good forward view. Part 
of the window frame intruded 
slightly on off-side mirror vision. 
The coach was put through its 
paces when we arrived at Otley. 
Not only did we have to negotiate a 
1 in 8 ascent for nearly one mile, 
but we also had to negotiate a 
rockery in the car park. Even the 
ferry lift didn’t help. The excellent

Javelin steering lock solved the 
problem and the Dennis was 
persuaded to go where no coach 
had gone before. 

Drivers should have few 
complaints about the Javelin, 
which gives a relaxed drive, 
particularly with Econocruise 
speedlimiter. It took hills in its 
stride and we even forgot that we 
had a full load on board as we 
shrugged off the climb up the M62 
back into Yorkshire.

Dennis engineers discovered that reports of judder and squeal 
resulted from more severe operating conditions. The first 
modification was to change the front drums in such a way as to alter 
the frequency of the noise, but this did not improve heat dissipation. 
Pagid asbestos-free brake linings are fitted to all Javelins built after 
September 1989, and Dennis are now convinced this type of lining 
provides the solution. 

The problem on the road test vehicle was inspected by Dennis 
immediately the coach returned to Salvador Caetano (UK) at 
Heather. Mike Martin, Dennis coach sales manager, reported that 
Pagid brake linings had been retrofitted the week before Coachmart 
took the Javelin out, but these linings had not been bedded-in. Part 
of the lining was missing the drum, creating a localised high spot. 
Being the first chassis to receive Caetano body it had been built 
before the modification had been introduced on production models. 


| Martin told Coachmart: ‘We are confident there is no brake problem’.

| also mentioned an instance where 
the company was blamed for a 
problem. Although the company 
was blameworthy on this 
occasion, such admissions did not

He emphasised drivers were on 


| duty’ most of the time, and even 
| those six pints in the pub the 


night before a tour were often 
noticed in some way by the 
customers. ‘We are all John 
Boydens’, he said. 

He told the drivers that quality, 
good service, good manners and a 
friendly smile cost little. 

Concluding that ‘customers 


| will evaluate the service they are 


given in their own terms’, drivers 
were advised to look along the 
customer queue, smile and catch 
the eye. And dangerous advice 
for some coach driverswas given: 
‘Help them up the stairs and 
touch’. However, the touching 
was carefully defined. 

And the ‘personal touch’ was 
further built on - with the 


| emphasis on the importance of 


initial contact. This involved 
smiling, with direct eye contact, 
and calling people by name. An 
individual attitude, tempered with 
respect, was what was required, 
matched with calm and confident 


| speech. Such a stance was 


| accentuated further by a well- 


Allsopp asked whether 
management and organisation, 
company facilities for its drivers 
were the company’s most 
important asset. As customers 
were the bottom line as far as the 


_ groomed look, with the driver 


looking the part. 
The ‘right’ type 
Drivers were asked how they 


reacted to a problem. Did they 
pass it on, make excuses, or take 


| charge of it. They were told: * You 
| own the problem’, so they should 


take charge of it. 

Some hilarity was evident 
when Boyden drivers were asked: 
‘How do you react to strokes or 
giving strokes?’ Strokes, in fact, 
define the attention one gives or 
gets from another person. 

Positive strokes make people 
feel happy or useful - and involve 
praise, thanks, attention, interest, 
pride and admiration. But 
negative strokes make people feel 
bad, involving criticism, spite, 
ridicule, mistrust and ingratitude. 
On the other hand, zero strokes 
involve ignoring people or failing 
to listen to them.

Positive Kiss, embrace, a ‘paton _ Praise, thanks, a wink, 
the back’. an appreciative look, 
promotion. 
Negative Punch, kick, push, shove. Criticism, sneer, scorn-ful 


Coach drivers should make use 
of positive physical stroking, 
involving a friendly squeeze on 
the arm, a pat on the back, and 
generally using touch in a positive 
way. 

Such notions help in problem- 
solving on a tour and can help to 
‘steer’ complaints and minimise 
their impact on other passengers. 
The driver were told: “A 
complainant always likes an 
audience, so steer the passenger 
away from the others and have a 
quiet word’. 


Winners and losers 


The drivers were told: “The 
more you act and talk like a 
winner, the more winner 
orientated you become’. 

Drivers were told winners work 
harder and have more time, but 
losers are always too busy. 
Winners go straight to the 
problem, losers never solve it; 
winners make commitments, 
losers make promises too readily: 
and winners fight hard and know 
when to give way, whereas losers 
give way on what’s important and 
hold on to what’s not worth 
fighting for. 

To underline the point, Boyden 
drivers were shown a corporate 
training video, called “Who's 
going to Blackpool?’, in which an 
horrendous driver showed on at 
least 30 occasions what not to do 
to keep the customers satisfied. 
These included taking his 
girlfriend on the trip, swearing, 
being sarcastic, driving badly, and 
not giving passengers enough 
time at toilet stops. 


Theory in practice 


Boyden’s training programme 
finished with a study of 
microphone techniques and a case 
study entitled ‘Holiday of a 
lifetime’. | 

Tony Laver went through the | 
do’s and don’ts of mike | 
technique. After mentioning that 
use of the mike was illegal while 
in motion, he said Blue Badge 
guides were the prime movers 
against drivers using mikes, 
mentioned recent court cases, and 
asked the drivers to be discreet. 
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look, shrug, turning your 
back on a problem. 


Mike techniques involved the 
acquisition of certain skills. To be 
effective, drivers have to be 
sincere and genuine, and be 
themselves.This includes using 
their own words and not reading 
from notes. However, the use of 
‘crib sheets’, with which Boydens 
provide their drivers, is 
recommended - as is the use of 
brief notes to explain the facilities 
at an attraction and the charges. 


‘Avoid comedy tapes — and 
there's no need for anything 
risque, contentious or 
vulgar’. 


‘The proper use of a 
cassette/PA helps to keep the 
passengers’ attention on a trip 
and helps to pass the time’, said 
Laver. But he added radios ought 
to be banned on coaches, saying: 
“Use the cassette when loading 
luggage’, and suggested 
Mantovani might create the 
necessary relaxing atmosphere. 
But he warned against excessive 
use of the cassette player, 


| encouraging the playing of 


‘topical tunes in small doses’. 
However, Laver suggested the 
drivers should mix tracks on a 
double tape player and interrupt 
the tape with commentary. But he 
said: ‘Avoid comedy tapes - and 


| there’s no need for anything

risque, contentious or vulgar’. 

Other advice included getting 
the volume right and then 
marking the optimal setting on 
the machine’s dial. Drivers were 
asked to keep commentaries short 
and sweet, and when parked, use 
the wander mike and face the 
audience. 

Drivers should tell passengers 
the right thing at the right time, 
with the use of legal requirements 
such as the emergency door and 
first aid kit mentioned first. Then 
follow this with advice on how to 
use the toilet, air blowers, 
headrests and footrests. Laver 


| advised drivers to let passengers 


know about the next pick-up spot 
before officially breaking the ice. 

In fact, apart from on mystery 
tours, drivers should explain the 
workings of the coach, the day’s 
itinerary and toilet stops. Laver 
said: “Get your foot in the door, 
inform them a little at a time, 
with one section at a time - and 
don’t use the 24-hour clock’. He 
added: ‘You've told them who 
you are, explained the facilities 
on the coach, the time of toilet 
stops and the time of arrivals. In 
other words, you've told them 
you're in control, a professional, 
and that you know what you're 
doing’. 

Summing up, Laver said 


| drivers should assume all 
passengers on the coach are first 
| timers, and give advice at stops

such as telling them the coach 
will be locked, so it will be safe 
to leave incidental luggage. Help 
passengers on and off, and let a 
familiarity develop. And keep 
them informed, 

Finally, Laver told his drivers 


to advise customers of arrival 


times to enable them to arrange 
lifts and so on. He said: ‘Imagine 
your parents are on board, they 
need nurturing and try to keep to 
schedules’. 

Before MD John Boyden 
summed up the day’s work, the 
Boyden drivers worked in small 
groups on a difficult case study. 
Such difficulty was emphasised 
with a nymhomaniac lady 
passenger who, even though she 
was accompanied by her husband, 
clearly had designs on the drivers. 

Bad enough, you might think. 
But when she did not get her 
wicked way she resorted to 
accusations that the driver 
propositioned her. 

Other problems included 
suspected engine trouble, late 
arrivals and double booking. 
Quite a handful for any driver. 


Summing up 


MD John Boyden said: “By 
your efforts the job will improve’. 
And he said having only one 
chance to make an impression 
was too severe: ‘You do have two 


| chances, and the time to make up 


for mistakes’. 

He stressed it was important 
Boyden drivers did not become 
too familiar with the passengers 
to keep up the image of quality 
throughout the tour. However, he 
agreed that the company was not 
just a cluster of facilities, but an 
important group of people. 
“Although the responsibility is 
sitting on you, you must never 
feel you are on your own’. 

Ending the day. Boyden said: 
“Customer satisfaction is about 
putting people first and admitting 
to owning the problem. You've 
got the company backing you up, 
so don’t point the finger. Support 


| the company’.

IGHT years ago, when this 

magazine was published in 

Hull, it directed its ire ata 

new coaching development 
on its doorstep. 

Kingston upon Hull City 
Transport had bought three 
Plaxton-bodied Leyland Leopards 
and wanted work for them. They 
were high specification vehicles 
for their time, equipped with 
toilets and tinted windows, and 
not only were they threatening 
the local coach trade. but it was 
alleged that this venture was a 
flight of fancy subsidised by 
ratepayers. 

Coachmart argued then that the 
venture was doomed to fail for as 
long as its private hire rates 
appeared to undercut those of 
established coach operators. 

Despite the criticism, the 
fledgling Kingstonian Coaches 
business survived and grew and 
today is part of a growing 
international coaching business. 
KHCT, while still in local 
authority ownership, has become 
an uncompromisingly 
commercial company in which 
coaches have a role to play. 
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Latest move abroad: Kivits Reizen in the Netherlands. 


KHCT confounds the critics 


Kingston upon Hull City Transport is an 
international coach operator these days. Alan 
Millar finds out why this has happened and learns 
how this arm of the business has changed from 
its controversial beginnings in 1982. 


Today, it has 40 coaches in 
Yorkshire, 14 in the Netherlands 
and three in France. It has 
ambitions to expand further and 
go on building up profitable legs 
to support the core business of 
operating buses in Hull. 

Coaches, engineering, training 
and a recently acquired taxi 
business account for 29 percent 


of the company’s turnover. Before 


the company’s formation in 1986, 
35 percent of expenditure was 
met by rates support. 

MD Keith Bastow says the 
thrust of the change to an arms” 
length company was to make the 
business competitive. A key part 
of the strategy was to run only 
commercial bus routes. ‘We 
decided not to take risks and play 
the tender game.” Pay scales were 
varied; the route network was cut 
in parts, extended in others: cost 


consciousness was imposed 
throughout the business; and 
diversification became a major 
aim. 

‘The local bus service market is 
inherently in decline nationally 
and we knew we had to 
diversify,’ says Bastow. That 
included further development of 
Kingstonian and more besides. 
‘We saw the need for 


| geographical diversification. Big 


groups were emerging in the 
industry and they could put a 
margin of their resources into 
hitting KHCT if they chose.’ 

By 1988, with the first pains of 
change behind them, Bastow and 
his team started to look to 
Europe. As a North Sea port with 
links to Belgium and the 
Netherlands, Hull is well placed 
for two-way tourist traffic and 
there is much logic in developing 


coach operations at both ends. 
English and Continental coach 
businesses could feed traffic for 
each others’ tour programmes. 

They identified five countries, 
and seven areas within them, 
worth developing as coach bases 
and in December 1988 learned 
that Eastern National was closing 
the Voyage National business 
based at Lille airport. 

The location was good. The 
Lille conurbation is the largest 
outside Paris, it has good rail, 
road and air links with the rest of 
northern Europe and is likely to 
benefit from the Channel tunnel. 

Those were the advantages. 
The difficulties started when 
KHCT realised it was impossible 
to resurrect a defunct French 
company; it had to set up a new 
business and that took 19 weeks 
of living with French 
bureaucracy. 

In setting up a new company, it 
also had to acquire a new fleet. In 
place of the four vehicles 
operated latterly by the old 
company, the KHCT business 
started with three Jonckheere- 
bodied left-hand-drive MANs. 
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Bastow reckons this could be 
expanded to 10 coaches by using 
existing resources and he says he 
wants to do that sooner rather 
than later. 


The coaches are all equipped to | 


a high standard, including air 
conditioning, to tackle long 
distance work to the 
Mediterranean. There is no 
intention of operating them on 
scheduled express coach services 
- the old Voyage National was set 
up to handle National Express 
work on the Continent - more to 
interwork, as planned, with 
Kingstonian. 

‘From France, we are offering 
mini-breaks into Northern 
England, a market not normally 
available to French tourists,” says 
Bastow. 

The next step, last July, was to 
visit Germany and the 
Netherlands. KHCT wanted to 
develop two-way links with a 
Dutch operator and left product 
packs, written in Dutch and 
German, with FNOP, the trade 
association for Dutch 
independent coach operators. 

Bastow could see potential for 
reaching Germany, Austria and 
Eastern Europe through the 
Netherlands. 

The product pack led to the 
acquisition, earlier this year, of 
Kivits Reizen, a 14-vehicle 
family-owned company based in 
central Netherlands. The 
proprietor wanted to retire from 
this company which had much in 
common with Kingstonian. 

It was heavily into group 
holidays and charter work and 90 
percent of its turnover comes 
from repeat business. Most of the 
coaches are DAFs and Bovas, 
although there are a few 
minibuses. The dedication to 
customer service is emphasised 
by the fact that portable steps are 
carried on each coach to help 
passengers board and that one 
coach has a wheelchair lift. 

KHCT has taken on the 
manager of the old company and 
wants to blend its methods with 
what is already there. “We have 
an opportunity to revamp the 
business.’ says Bastow, ‘with our 
marketing expertise blended with 
a core business that has been 
developed over 60 years.” 

While KHCT continues to 
explore other possible European 
coaching bases, its immediate 
priority is to develop what it has 
now acquired. A Dutch company. 
KHCT Eurogroup BY, has been 
set up as a holding company for 
the Dutch and French businesses 
and any future European 
interests. 

The French coaches are already 
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painted in Kingstonian’s red, blue 
and white livery, but have their 
own fleetname style. Their seat 
moquette follows the group 
corporate coaching style. 

At home, KHCT has developed 
into a regional coach company by 
acquiring the coaching wing of 
the York-based Reynard-Pullman 
name and relaunching it under the 
old York Pullman name. 


Voyage National coaches, like the other group coaches, are named. 
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York Pullman arose, it gave us 
the opportunity to diversify ina 
different city, but only 30 miles 
and one hour away from Hull. 
Hull and York are very different 
centres, but they are close enough 
for management to be able to 
control them both.” 

Since buying York Pullman, 
KHCT has swapped some of its 
higher quality Kingstonian

The deal doubled the KHCT 
coach fleet in 
Yorkshire/Humberside and made 
a neat expansion of the 
Kingstonian business. "We 
wanted geographical 
diversification,” says Bastow. *We 
had looked at other companies - 
some in coaching, some in local 
bus, both large and small in 
different parts of the UK. 

“When the opportunity to buy 


coaches for the higher capacity 
vehicles in the York fleet, with 
benefits for both fleets. 

Because of this, it has painted 
the York vehicles in Kingstonian 
colours, but is keeping the separate 
name and is determined not to 
swamp the identity of the York 
business. It may also move some 
of its Dennis Dominator double- 
deck coaches to York if there is a 
demand. 


ae 
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Kingstonian’s double-deck Dennis coaches may have a role in York, 


too. 


Most of the York coaches are 
operated from rented premises at 
Stamford Bridge and routine 
maintenance is undertaken by 
Reynard Bus, the previous owner’s 
city bus company which has been 
developed since the coaches were 
sold. 

Kingstonian, meantime, goes on 
pursuing its core markets of 
Coronet Tours holidays, pop 
concert work, day excursions and 
charter work. Bastow lays the 
ghost of those old battles in 
Coachmart, saying: *Bluntly, if we 
didn’t think we could make money 
from coaches, they would weaken, 
not strengthen the core bus 
business.” 

He says Kingstonian’s 
customers are mainly middle-aged 
people who are prepared to pay for 
service and quality. ‘We try to keep 
clear of low return coach work and 
try to go about things 
professionally. 

“We're choosy about where we 
go and try to go for niche markets.’ 
It has done work for National 
Express, but is not prepared to 
invest in the standard of coach 
required for regular Nat-Ex or 

Continental shuttle work. 

Bastow says his corner of 
Yorkshire has some coaching 
benefits, but also has 
disadvantages. York Pullman has 
been helped by the AJS Group’s 
closure of its Northern Rose 
business, but Hull’s geographical 
position inevitably means a 45- 
minute drag to gain access to the 
Al and M1. 

But he is more concerned about 
developing market niches than 
with head-on competition. ‘We 
prefer to research a market and 
exploit opportunities. We don’t 
want to emulate anyone. 

‘In Hull, we have created brand 
new markets. In general, there was 
no day excursion programme in 
Hull of any size, now we do 300 
departures per year. Before, there 
was no advertising of coaching in 
local papers. Now, there is one 
page a week in the free 
newspaper.’ 

He adds: *Kingstonian started 
with good kit and competitive 
prices. We plodded away and it 
continues to flourish without 
subsidy. People who said it didn’t 
stand on its own two feet can see 
that it truly does. Indeed, since 
October last year it has been an 
independent subsidiary company, 
like our other coaching concerns.’ 

Future growth is likely to come 
from growth of the existing 
businesses, rather than from 
further large scale acquisition. 
But, clearly, coaches form an 
important part in a diversified 
business.

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Ferris disqualification 
follows licence 
revocation 


% OUTH Wales coach operator 

Mr Raymond Ferris was 
disqualified from holding a PSV 
operator’s licence for a period of 
five years, after his 18 vehicle 
licence was revoked by the South 
Wales Deputy Traffic 
Commissioner, Mr Lyndon Davies. 
at a Cardiff public inquiry. 
However, the Deputy 
Commissioner has directed that his 
decision not take effect until 
midnight on June 29th, by which 
time an application by Mr Ferris’ 
wife Katherine, for a similar 
licence in her own name, will have 
been dealt with. 

In March Mr Ferris, of 
Senghenydd, Mid Glamorgan, was 
jailed for nine months, after 
admitting ten offences of aiding 
and abetting drivers to falsify 
charts before Bristol Crown Court. 
Twenty five drivers had earlier 
been fined a total £10,700, after 
admitting falsifying charts, and Mr 
Ferris’ office manager and 
accountant, Mrs Elizabeth Kelly, 
was fined £250. (Coachmart, April 
5th.) Mr Ferris’s appeal against his 
prison sentence was subsequently 
dismissed by the Court of Appeal, 
who held that it was entirely 
appropriate. (Coachmart, May 
24th.) 

Mr Ferris, who was allowed out 
of prison to attend the public 
inquiry, said that he had been a 
PSV operator for 20 years and his 
business had been run by his wife 
since March. He did not wish to 
continue with coaches when he 
came out of prison, but his wife 
and son did want to continue the 
business. 

He had pleaded guilty to 10 
charges because his barrister had 
told him that if he lost on any 
technicality the costs would be 
£100,000. On appeal. the Appeal 
Court could not understand why he 
had pleaded guilty. The 
falsifications had been by 
omission, in that drivers had left 
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something off their tachograph 
charts. The police had said that he 
needed four drivers to do journeys 
to Spain when anyone knew that 
three drivers were all that were 
needed. 

Through all the tachograph cases 
he had seen. even where there had 
been as many as 2,000 offences, 
they had all walked free, said Mr 
Ferris. He had built up the business 
and run it very well. He was about 
to lose his licence and he thought 
that it was disgusting. 

There had been prohibition 
notices placed on his vehicles on 
occasions, but he ran more miles 
forward than did most operators 
backwards. There had been four 
prohibitions in 1988, two 
immediate and two delayed: two in 
1989, one immediate and one 
delayed: and two in 1990, one 
immediate and one delayed. He 
had also been convicted of a gross 
overload. The vehicle concerned 
was an Astron which had been 
certified by the Ministry as fit for 
the road to carry 58 passengers. 
The day it was picked up it was 
carrying 54 passengers with 
suitcases, and it was one tonne 
over. He was taken to court by the 
Ministry, who had certified the 
vehicle, and he was fined £450. He 
did not think that that was right. If 
there were 58 passengers on the 
coach, weighing the weights used 


by the Ministry in their 
calculations, it would still be half a 
tonne overweight. In fact, he had 
calculated that it could only carry 
30 passengers if the weight limit 
was not to be exceeded. 

Mr Ferris said that he was going 
to be ‘chucked off’ the British 
Coach Council on the grounds that 
he was of ill repute. He had been a 
member some time, yet the BCC 
had done nothing for him in all of 
this. He thought that he had paid 
his penalty for whatever stupid 
things his drivers had done. He had 
worked hard, 24 hours a day, all 
his life, and the way he had been 
treated was disgusting. 

Mr Davies said that he could not 
go behind the Crown Court 
decision. 

For Mr Ferris, Mr Roger 
Cradick said that Mrs Ferris had 
applied for a licence and that 
application was to be heard by the 
Commissioner in June. Bearing in 
mind that the firm had_ been in 
operation for 20 years, that it had 
built up a tremendous amount of 
goodwill - so much so that despite 
these matters 6,500 passengers had 
booked with Ferris Holidays to go 
to Spain this season, and there was 
no suggestion that they had not 
operated legally over the last two 
years, he asked that any revocation 
decision be delayed until after Mrs 
Ferris’ application had been dealt

Mr Cradick said that the 
offences all related to 1986 and 
1987 and there had been no 
suggestion of anything improper 
since. In those circumstances, it 
would be right to allow the 
business to continue until after Mrs 
Ferris’ application had been heard. 

Mr Davies said that as a Traffic 
Commissioner he had a duty to the 
public. He had a responsibility to 
see that the public were able to 
have confidence in the vehicles 
they travelled in and in the drivers 
who drove them. Mr Ferris was not 
fit to hold a licence. Operators who 
committed such offences, for 
whatever reason, no longer met the 
requirement to be of good repute. 
The offences of which Mr Ferris 
had been convicted constituted a 
danger to the public. 


Commissioner considers 
revocation or suspension of 
Edwards of Markham licence 


HE South Wales Traffic 

Commissioner, Mr John 
Mervyn Pugh, is considering the 
revocation or suspension of the 
four vehicle PSV operator's 
licence held by R H and D T 


Edwards Ltd, of Markham, New 
Tredegar, on the grounds that an 
undertaking, to pay the balance 
of outstanding fines for 
tachograph offences the day after 
a public inquiry in April, has not 


been honoured. 

In April, Mrs Elizabeth 
Edwards, a director, undertook to 
pay the balance of fines imposed 
for offences while working as a 
sub contractor of Ferris Holidays 
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on April 5th, after the 
Commissioner had indicated that 
he regarded arrangements for the 
payment of fines by instalments 
as affecting the financial standing | 
of an operator. 

Mr Ian Evans, a director, told a 
Cardiff public inquiry, that Mrs 
Edwards had challenged the 
balance, stated by the 
Commissioner to be £3,734, 
maintaining that the balance was 
£3,550.46. On her return home, 
she found a statement waiting for 
her that said the balance was 
£3,900. There appeared to have 
been some confusion in the 
bailiff’s office over the actual 
amount outstanding. 

Asked why only £2,000 was 
paid on account, and not the 
£3,550 which Mrs Edwards 
thought was due, Mr Evans said 
they had wanted to have written 
confirmation of the actual 
amount first. The undertaking 
was to pay the outstanding 
balance and it was not clear what 
the outstanding balance was. The 
payment had now been 
completed and he believed they 
had acted honourably. He 
believed that as directors, they 
had acted in the best interests of 
the company. 

Mr Mervyn Pugh said he 
understood from the bailiffs that 
it was quite some considerable 
time before the balance was paid, 
and during all that time no 
communication was made with 
the Traffic Area Office. 

After Mrs Edwards had said 
that she had done what she 
thought was best at the time, Mr 
Mervyn Pugh said that he had 
trusted her and that trust had 
been broken. 

Mrs Edwards said that she was 
dealing with financial matters 
until such time as Mr Evans had 
full control of the company. The 
decision had been hers alone and 
Mr Evans had not been 
responsible for it. Hopefully, Mr 
Evans would be taking over the 
company in a couple of weeks. 
Negotiations over his acquisition 
of the business were just about 
complete. 

Mr Evans said that he was 
given to understand that a 
number of other South Wales 
operators were paying fines off 
by instalments. The amount 
outstanding had been cleared, so 
there could not be any question 
of the company’s financial 
standing. Mrs Edwards had been 
under extreme pressure when the 
undertaking was given. It had 
been principally a question of 
timing. The undertaking had been | 
complied with apart from the 
question of timing. 
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Mr Mervyn Pugh commented 


| that timing had been all 


important. 

After Mr Evans declined an 
opportunity to address him about 
why the Edwards licence, and 
licences held by other firms with 
which he was connected, ought 
not to be revoked or suspended, 
Mr Mervyn Pugh adjourned the 
proceedings until June. 

He said that he wanted to give 
both Mrs Edwards and Mr Evans 


a further opportunity of making 
representations. He had 
understood that they were going 
to have been represented by a 
lawyer, but, for reasons not 
known to him, they had not been. 
Mr Mervyn Pugh said that it 
was a very distressing case in 
many ways, arising out of a hefty 
fine imposed on a hitherto 
honourable operator as a result of 
acts committed with another 
operator. There had since been 


developments in the arrival of Mr 
Evans on the scene. He believed 
that Mrs Edwards had not really 
known how to cope with the 
confusion over the figures. 
However, she had Mr Evans at 
her side, who was an experienced 
operator and who must have 
known the import of the 
undertaking given. That 
undertaking had not been 
honoured and that affected the 
company’s good repute. 


Lancaster City Transport 
warned over maintenance 


ORMER municipal bus 

operators Lancaster City 
Transport Ltd have been 
warned about the maintenance 
of their vehicles, by the North 
Western Traffic Commissioner, 
Mr Martin Albu. 

The company, which holds an 
international licence 
authorising the operation of 87 
vehicles, appeared at 
disciplinary proceedings in 
Manchester. 

Department of Transport 
vehicle examiner Mr George 
Shotton said that he had 
carried out a maintenance 
investigation at four months 
notice in July 1989 because of 
the company’s low pass rate 
and the number of defects 
found on vehicles presented for 
annual test. The fleet numbered 
76 at that time. The staff 
seemed to lack interest and 
rumours were flying about, 
there being uncertainty about 
the company’s future. Only 
three of the vehicles he 
examined were satisfactory, and 
he found it necessary to issue 
three immediate prohibition 
notices, two delayed 
prohibitions and five defect 
notices. In his opinion, the 
maintenance staff of 12 were 
overworked. He was informed 
that changes were to be made. 
The fleet was to be reduced to 
40 vehicles, the older vehicles 
being got rid of, and the Kendal | 
depot closed. 

A further investigation was 
carried out in March, said Mr 
Shotton. The fleet had been 
reduced to 54 vehicles; 24 
vehicles being on another 
licence. Of eight vehicles he 


| examined, only one was in an 
| acceptable condition. On the 


whole, brake performance was 
low and headlight alignment 
was poor. Those were not 


| isolated matters. There 


appeared to have been a drop in 
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standards, rather than any 
improvement. 

Between the two 
investigations, 48 vehicles had 
been presented for annual test. 
Twenty had advisory defects, 
four failed and 24 passed 
without any defects being 
found. However, there had 
been a definite improvement in 
annual test results over the last 
two months. It seemed that 
matters were now improving, 
but a continuing improvement 
was necessary for the future. 

Mr David Whalley, the 
company’s director of 
engineering, said that since the 
vehicle examiner had criticised 
the maintenance system steps 
had been taken to restructure 
the programme. The period 
between inspections had been 
cut to two to three weeks and a 
more comprehensive inspection 
sheet had been introduced. The 
staff undertaking the 
inspections now did nothing 
else. The licence was due for 
renewal in September, and the 
steps taken ought to have 


achieved an adequate standard 
by then. 

Mr Thomas Knowles, 
Lancaster’s managing director, 
said that in November 1989 the 
licence authorisation had been 
reduced from 107 to 87 vehicles. 
The staff had been concerned 
about what was going to 
happen to the company 
following deregulation, but the 
future now looked bright. They 
had got rid of 30 vehicles and 
introduced new midibuses. The 
average age of the fleet had 
been improved, and would 
continue to be improved. 

For the company, Mr 
Jonathan Lawton said that 
substantial changes had been 
made. Generally, the company’s 
drivers were confident about 
the maintenance of the fleet and 
a representative of the drivers 
was present at the inquiry. 
Every move the company made 
was going to be watched closely 
between now and September, 


| when the licence was due for 


renewal, and he suggested that 
that was when any action ought 
to be taken if the maintenance 
of the vehicles did not come up 
to the mark. 

Allowing the company to 
continue to operate as at 
present, with what he described 
as a firm warning, Mr Albu 
said that clearly things had not 
been satisfactory last July. The 
fleet and its maintenance had 
been run down. Advice given by 
the vehicle examiner was not 
always taken and the situation 
had got worse. Action had 
finally been taken, but the 


_ company would have to speed 


up its rehabilitation 
programme. Matters had 
improved and the company 
would have to continue to 
pressurise its staff to take an 
interest. He warned that the 
situation would be looked at 
very closely in September.

TIS good to report that the 

Cornwall Tourist Board is alive

Looe

‘Some operators can’t expect 
their old vehicles to go on much 
longer, and at some time, the 
Government must limit the use of 
the private car.’ 

Maugham said he expected 
growth of 10 percent on turnover 
this year: “But I’ll only know the 
true figure when I close my books 
in December.’ 


Up for grabs 
ASTERN Scottish has come

Lothian area operator Eastern 
Scottish has a fleet of 391 buses 
and coaches, operating from five 
depots at Bathgate, Dalkeith, 
Edinburgh, Livingston and 
Musselburgh.

Mercedes 
looks to the 
future 


ERCEDES is on the verge 

of announcing a 
revolutionary coach to run 
alongside its 0303 model. 

The vehicle - dubbed the 0404 - 
is expected to be launched in 
Europe in time for the 1992 
season, and is about to go through 
final wind-tunnel and weather 
testing, says the German transport 
magazine Bus Aktuell. 

The coach will use prefabricated 
units which are simply assembled 
in the final stages of the production 
line. Using a rear door means that 
the vehicle is the same size as the 
0303, yet has air conditioning, 
servery and toilet with no loss of 
seating. 

A 34 million DM paint plant 
means the entire coach can be 
immersed in rust-proofing, which 
inhibits corrosion and prolongs 
vehicle life but, as importantly, 
means a lightweight vehicle can be 
produced. The paint unit can 
accommodate even double-decks, 
fuelling the rumour that a double- 
deck 0404 may be in the pipeline. 

The coach uses an air-cooled 
turbo engine, pushing out a quoted 
290 to 480 ps, depending on type. 
The 12-metre 0404 is expected to 
appear on the market in autumn 
1991.
